HE BLAMES PRICE CUTTING 


‘Asserts Rise In Plant Capacity and 
Stabilized Demand Also Bar 
Proper Return. 


With the Presidential election less 
than two weeks away, business sen- 
timent is good and there is little 

‘ apprehension as to the results of the 
election, ‘according to Charles M. 
Schwab, Chairman of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, who predicted a 
continued national prosperity in his 
address as President of the Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Institute at its 

' thirty-fourth general meeting at the 
Hotel Commodore yesterday. 

Mr. Schwab pointed out that the 
@teel industry as a whole was. oper- 
ating at 90 per cent. of capacity, 
and that there was every indication 
that a sustained. demand would re- 
sult in. a mew record in volume of 
production for 1928. Mr. Schwab 
warned against price slashing and 
other practices which. be termed un- 
fair, and suggested that it would be 
@ good thing if a moratorium on new 
steei mill construction could be de- 
clared temporarily until the indus- 
try establishes a basis of supply and 
demand that would yield a fair re- 
turn on _ investment to the steel 
manufacturers. 

Expect Greater-Prosieleg: . 

“Although we have had ‘several 
remarkably good business years in 
this’ country,” said Mr. Schwab, 
“fundamental conditions remain 
sound, and I say with confidence 
that there has been established a 
foundation upon which there may be 
built a structure of prosperity far 
transcending anything we have yet 
enjoyed.” 

Mr. Schwab’s forecast of continued 
national prosperity was suopcrted by 
other steel manufacturers whom he 
called upon for imprompt: cddresses 
before the institute began its tech- 
nical program. 

“This is a particularly auspicious 


time for us to meet to review the} Fi 


conditions bearing upon. our own in- 


dustry,” said Mr. Schwab, “because 
Our country as a whole ‘is still in 
the high tide of prosperity, and pros- 
pects for the immediate future are 
unusually favorable. The unemploy- 
ment which existed in some measure 
a few months has lessened. 
Workers generally are now fully em- 
— and at good wages. The re- 
tions between labor and manage- 
ment were never more harmonious, 
due to the wise attitude of coopera- 
—* and conciliation existing on both 
es. 
“Business sentiment is good. This 
is particularly reassuring in view o 
- the fact that we are to elect a new 
President of the United States with- 
in two weeks. It indicates that there 
exists little apprehension as to the 
results of the elections and their 
probable effect on business.” 


Welcomes New Public Attitude. 


The new attitude of the public 
toward ‘‘so-called big business,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Schwab. is ‘“‘one of 
the most encouraging signs toward 
continued national prosperity.’’ He 
asserted that the public and the 
Government no longer encouraged 
ruinous competition, and said there

IN RUMANIAN WRECK 


Chicagoan Among the Dead in 
Simplon Express Collision— 
Many Burned to Death. 











VICTIMS SOUGHT ALL DAY 


Alexander Herschler of New 
York Badly Injureu—Switch- 
man Blamed for Crash.

VIENNA, Oct. 26.—A railway acci- 
dent, the culmination of a séries of 
such disasters, resulting in the deaths 
of thirty-one persons, one of whom 
was an American, took place early 
this morning at the Recea Station in 
Rumania, when the internationally 
known Simplon flier, en route to 
Parish, crashed into the Hermann- 
stadt express. 

The accident has been laid to the 
negligence of a switchman. The sig- 
nals of a switch which should have 
sidetracked the Hermannstadt train 
are said to have given a clear way, 
causing it to run. head-on into the 
Simplon on a curve right at the sta- 
tion. 

The locomotives and leading coaches 
of both trains “were smashed into 
bits. Parts of doors and windows 
were thrown on to the roof and over 
the station. A majority of the vic- 
tims were Rumanians. Of the for- 
eigners one was identified as Arnold 
Ehrlich, a Chicago merchant; another 
as an Italian named Rocca, with his 
wife and daughter, and another as a 
Greek, in a sleeping car of the Simp- 
Ion which, with its end crumpled, 
was tossed to one side. An entire 
Rumanian farnily of father, mother 


and five children lost. their lives. 
persons were injured 
Rocca was the son of an Italian 
general killed in an automobile acci- 
dent in Rumania in September. 
himself was in the same acci- 
dent, in which his leg was broken. 
He had just left.a hospital and was 
on the way home. 


Passengers Do Rescue Work. 


Organization of the rescue work 
devolyed for several hours upon the 
uninjured passengers. Not a single 
station official appeared at the scene. 
According to one report they were 
asleep some distance away and ac- 
cording to another all fled. Their 
arrest has been ordered. 

Cadets from the Hermannstadt Acad- 
emy extricated a number of passen- 

ers, one of whom knew telegraphy. 
Breaking into the station this pas- 
senger gave the alarm to the tele- 
graph operators at the nearest town 
while the cadets searched the build- 
ing until they found a few torches. 
With these as their only light the 
rescue work continued.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Great Britain 
intends to go slowly in naval con- 
struction and has no intention of 
building in competition with the 
United States, Premier Baldwin told 
10,000 cheering auditors at the Al- 
bert Hall tonight at a great meeting 
celebrating the tenth anniversary of 
the founding of the British League 
of Nations Union. 

The Prime Minister expressed pro- 
found regret at the ‘‘temporary 
failure to come to an agreement. with 
America on naval matters’’ and de- 
plored those reports which have 
crossed the ocean indicating ‘‘deep 
suspicion’? of Great Britain in the 
minds of many Americans. 

The Premier seized the occasion to 
deny charges that the Conservative 
Government had departed. from. the 
policy of Locarno in favor of a re- 
newed Anglo-French entente. 

“We have made no new engage- 
ments,’’ the Premier said. ‘‘There .is 
no change in the orientation of our 
policy. Our interests and inclinations 
alike prompt us to preserve and even 
to strengthen the cordiality 6f out 
relations with Germany as well as 
France, We can justly claim that we 
have played some part in the better 
relations which now exist between 
France and Germany.” 


Hail Kellogg Treaty. 


The Kellogg treaty for the out- 
lawry of war was hailed not only 
by Mr. Baldwin but also by Viscount 
Grey of Fallodon as an advance on 
the road to peace, surpassing the 
realization of most people at the 
present time. Lord Grey, thanking 
America for giving this treaty to the 
world, declared that he believed the 


treaty was ‘‘more serviceable to the 
cause of peace than if the United 
States had joined the League of Na- 
tions as a hesitant and reluctant 
member.” . 

The —— who threw. the 
weight of Britain into the World 
War in August, 1914, now nearly blind 
and speaking but rarely in public, re- 
ceived a great ovation as he took his 
place on the platform beside Viscount 
Cecil of Chelwood, J. R. Clynes, 
representative of the Labor Party, 
and other prominent political leaders 
doing homage. to League ideas.. But 
the obvious hero of the League of 
Nations Union, which staged the 
great rally, was Viscount Cecil, who 
made his first appearance on the 
same platform with Premier Baldwin 
since his resignation from the Cab- 
inet“after the Geneva Naval Confer- 
ence. It. was Lord Cecil who moved 
the vote of thanks on behalf of the 
League of Nations Union to the 
Premier for his oration. 

Viscount Grey referred directly to 
the fifteen-cruiser bill now pending 
before the United States Congress. 

“T understand the United States is 
likely to pass a measure for building 
fifteen more cruisers,’’ he said. ‘‘Af- 
ter that they will look overseas to see 
what we are going todo. The Prime 
Minister has just given us an assur- 
ance that we shall not kecp up with 
them.’ 


King George Praises Union. 


The Premier read’ a message of 
greeting to the meeting from King 
George, congratulating the Union on 
its tenth anniversary and declaring

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—More than 
$4,000,000 has already been collected 
by J. R. Nutt in his dual capacity 
as Treasurer of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee and also an agent 
for the various State Republican 
committees. 

The exact amount of the campaign 
contributions collected: by Mr, Nutt, 
as given in figures submitted to the 
Clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives today, was $4,141,080.20, and of 
this amount $3,091,438.41 ‘passed 
through his hands as Treasurer of 
the Republican National Committee, 
while the additional $1,049,641.79 was 
collected by him as agent for the 
Republican State committees and 
was turned over to the latter as col- 
lected. 


Accounting of the Funds. 


The contributions collected by Mr. 
Nutt, in both capacities, he ex- 
plained tonight, were made up as fol-

Big Increases in the Larger 
Cities Are Held Favorable

A total registration of 2,841,683 in 
New York State outside New York 
City, was disclosed yesterday by un- 
official returns obtained. by THE 
New York Times from every county 
except Hamilton. This county, the 
most sparsely settled in the State, is 
joined with Fulton in an. Assembly 
District and has about 3,000 voters. 

The increase in registration up- 
State is 456,006 over that of 1924, as 
compared with an increase of 523,541 
in New York City. The -percentage 
of increase is only 19, a8 ‘compared 
with an increase of 35 per cent. in 
New York City. Furthermore, the 
largest percentages in. increase of 
registration up-State are in the coun- 
ties which contgin large cities, such 
as Erie, Onondaga and Monroe, all 
of which are considered. possible 
Smith territory. On their face, the 
up-State registration returns were 
regarded as favorable to Governor 
Smith, although in the rural counties, 
where personal registration generally 
is not required, the test will come on 
the size of the vote polled rather 
than on the registration. 


Total Increase 979,547. 


The total registration for the State, 
excluding Hamilton County, as shown 
by these returns, is 4,865,337, an in- 
crease of 979,547 over 1924.

DISSECTS HIS LIQUOR PLAN 


Prohibition Fight Impracticable 
and a.“Sham Battle,” Buffalo 
Crowd Is.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct: -26.—De- 
fining the term “State Socialism,” 
as used by Herbert Hoover, former 
Secretary Charles Evans Hughes to- 
night .spoke here in behalf of the 
Republican candidate before an en- 
thusiastic. crowd of. 10,000 in the 
Broadway Auditorium. 

Cheer after cheer greeted “Mr. 
Hughes. as he attacked the proposals 
of Governor Smith and the Demo- 
cratic Party on prohibition; farm re- 
lief and water power. 

‘‘What’ Mr. Hoover meant by 
‘State socialism’ is © plain,’’ Mr. 
Hughes declared. ‘‘He used the term 
in its proper sense as applied to the 
Bismarckian philosophy of the cen- 
tralization of Government dominat- 
ing all the activities of the people. 
Mr. Hoover is a liberal] and is opposed 
to State socialism.”’ 

Cheers and applause momentarily 
halted Mr. Hughes, but he launched 
again into an attack on Governor 
‘Smith, charging that the Governor 
had distorted Mr. Hoover’s New 
York speech. 

There were cheers and applause 
when Mr. Hughes challenged the 
practicability of Governor Smith’s 
liquor policy and pointed out what 
he described as the improbability of 
changing the Bichteenth Amend- 
ment to fit the Democratic nominee’s 
program, 

Mr. Hughes was escorted to the 
hall by a parade of. Republicans. 
The route covered about a-mile from 
the Hotel Statler-to the auditorium 
and the streets were lined in some 
places five and, six deep. 

John Lord O’Brian, Buffalo lawyer 
and Chairman of the reception com- 
mittee, made a brief introductory 
speech. 


Backs Up Hoover’s Position. 


Mr. Hughes in his speech set out 
to reply to Govern-> Smith’s address 
in Boston. The former Secretary. of 
State, like Mr. Hoover, declared that 
the Governor’s stand on prohibition, 
water power and farm relief was 
“State socialism, and he was par- 
ticularly emphatic in attacking the 
Democratic candidate’s proposals on 
liquor. 

“Any battle in this campaign on 
the Eighteenth Amendment is a 
sham battle,’’ he said, arguing that 
Governo Smith, as President, could 
do nothin - toward overturning or 
modifying the amendment. 

The Governor in his speech in Bos- 
ton, which was aimed as a response 
to Mr. Hoover's speech in New York 
City, in the words of Mr. Hughes, 
“leaped for the martyr’s crown. 

“He said that» he was being called 
a ‘Socialist,’’’? he said, ‘‘and by im- 
plication he. associated what Mr.

In Essex 
County it took the form of starting 
a free legal bureau where Democrats 
may obtain attorneys to help them 
regain their right to vote. In Hudson 
County a body of 1,200 workers was 
formed to canvas the lists of 29.000

Test Case Is Appealed. 


A legal move was also started in 
Hudson County when J. Emil Wal- 
scheid, County Counsel, served notice 
of appeal to the Court of Error and 
Appeals to test the constitutionality 


of the Wolber Act, which permits 
Superintendents of Election in Essex 
and Hudson Counties to strike 
names from the registration lists. 
The Supreme Court of New Jersey 
found on Thursday that it was valid, 
and John Ferguson and A. H. Rach- 
lin, the Superintendents of Hudson 
and Essex, respectively, listed their 
names.

Mr. Ferguson said the permanent 
registration laws were responsible 
for the confusion of eligible re 
trants with the ineligibles. The 
Jersey law, adopted in January, 1927, 
requires a personal registration 
which becomes permanent. If the 
registrant moves, he requires a trans- 
fer.

But Cabinet Leaves Door Open for a

» Oct. 26.—The German 
Government has decided to take the 
necessary steps with the other na- 
tions concerned to develop a plan for 
creating an independent commission 
of experts to find a final and com- 
plete solution of the reparations ques- 
tion. This short but significant com- 
muniqué eame from the Foreign Of- 
fice tonight after the close of a Ca- 
binet session that began late in th 
afternoon. , 

Chancellor Mueller and Herr Hil- 
ferding, Minister of Finance, ad- 
vised the other Ministers on the sub- 
ject matter of .yesterday’s report of 
Parker Gilbert, Agent General for 
Reparations; on his negotiations in 
London, Paris ond Brussels, That 
the Government made a decision to- 
day, instead of debating the question 
for a day or two, came as a dis- 
tinct surprise to political and other 
circles. 

Reich Would Await Developments. 

The fact that Germany expresses 
only a willingness to take steps to- 
gether with other nations, implying 
that Berlin has.no intention of tak- 
ing the initiative at this time, is re- 
garded with misgivings by some ob- 
servers, since it is generally under- 
stood that Mr. Gilbert returned to 
Berlin with definite instructions to 
tell Germany that she must make 
the. next move...The..communiqué 
indicates that the Reich is not over- 

ous to have negotiations begun 
immediately, preferring to wait until 
further developments show the ad- 
visibility of that course. 

Whether the decision will meet 
with complete accord in the allied 
capitals seems doubtful, especially 
since a number of points raised by 
them are either, disregarded or re- 
ceived with a directness amounting 
almost to an ultimatum the answer 
that Germany. does. not wish to dis- 
cuss these matters further. For in- 
stance, it is known that London, 
Paris and Brussels are not fully de- 
cided whether the next commission 
for dealing with the reparations 
problem should consist purely of non- 
governmental experts or should in- 
clude Government representatives. 
Germany takes the stand that this 
question was settled at the Geneva 
six-power conference, and the de- 
cision of the Mueller Government to- 
** merely indicates that it is 
willing to proceed along the. lines 
laid down then. 

On the other hand, the commu- 
niqué, according to a reliable source 
close to the Government, must be 
interpreted as meaning that Wil- 
helmstrasse will first put out a num- 
ber of feelers in Paris, London and 
Brussels to learn through diplomatic 
channels just what eement can be 
reached before ne} tions have for- 
mally begun. 

The communiqué expresses the 
Government’s views, but there is still 
room for. compromise, it is intimated, 
even to the point of Berlin consent- 
ing to Government representatives 
on the commission. When Berlin is 
fully informed on just what conces- 
sions are necessary, then it is said it 
will take the initiative. 

Herr Hilferding in today’s meeting 
insisted that Germany’s first care 
must be to balance the budget and 
that his first problem was to find a 
method of ere. out the 600,000,000- 
mark deficit. e Dawes plan pay- 
ments will be made regularly as in 
the past, he is reported to have said. 


German Pessimism Increases. 


The note of pessimism that has 
crept into political and financial cir- 
cles in the past few days seems to 
have become more intensified, espe- 


cially in financial quarters. Such 
financial authorities as Bernard 
Dernberg, internationally known 
banker and former Imperial State 
Secretary, and Herr Gothien, former 
Minister of Finance, consider that 
the whole present plan is premature, 
arguing that the Dawes plan has not 
yet been sufficiently tested. They 
assert that the prospects of a satis- 
factory settlement of the reparations 
problem at the present time are very 
dovbtful and that it is inadvisable 
to begin such negotiations now. 

Fixation of the total reparations 
debt, even though highly desirable, 
is hardly possible now without a revi- 
sion of the annuities. A new agree- 
ment is ill advised unless the annui- 
ties can be greatly reduced, Berlin 
financial experts assert. A way 
could be found to pay such sums as 
are owed to America by France, 
4 and Germany, they say, 
adding that for this purpose annui- 
ties beginning at 860,000,000 and 
reaching a peak of 1,710,000,000 
marks would be sufficient. They 
hold that such annuities would prove 
a great relief to the German budget 
and to economic conditions in the 
country as they are under the Dawes 
plan at present.

Business is naturally possible 
without diplomatic relations, but on 
a scale incommensurate with our 
mutual interests.

The So- 
viet: policy is formulated as follows! 

1. The Soviet is ready to discuss on 
terms of full, diplomatic equality the 
American claims and the Soviet 
counter claims for damages due to 
American intervention without decla- 
ration of war according to the Ala- 
bama precedent. 

2. The Soviet is willing to accept 
a scheme of long-term payment of 
the American claims on two condi- 
tions The first is that acceptance, 
though implying, shall not expressly 
involve the repudiation of Lenin’s de- 
cree of the nationalization of.private 
property. The second is that Amer- 
icans shall simultaneously accept 
some form of loan or credit scheme 
to enable the Soviet to meet her new 
obligations of debt repayment in the 
first years. 

Such an arrangement was virtually 
concluded last year with England. In 
Soviet. opinion it could be reached 
with the United States more easily. 
The Dawes plan gave a‘ precedent 
or a similar arrangement in the 
case of Germany. 

From both these conditions it is 
impossible for the Soviet to recede, 
Even the Kremelin’s vast authority 
dare not risk shattering one of the 
central pillars of the Leninist dogma. 
Nor dare it ‘‘lose face’’remember 
this is a half Asiatic country—by 
agreeing to pay without having 
something to justify the said agree- 
ment in the eyes of the massés.

EXPECT NEW CUSTOMS FIGHT 


Exporters Say America Has Not 
Fulfilled Three Promises Made in 
Settling: Dispute Last Year.

PARIS, Oct...26.—French exporters 
expressed great astonishment at the 
contents of a Washington dispatch 
in this evening’s newspapers to the 
effect that American officials were 
entirely unaware of the complaints 
of French. business men on the man- 
ner in which goods shipped from 
France are now being appraised in 
American ports. Business interests 
here are very reluctant to believe 
that the responsible departments of 
the American Government are not 
alive to the irritation felt by French 
exporters at the methods used by 
American appraisers in determining 
for. tariff purposes the production 
costs of French goods. 

As explained in a dispatch to Tue 
New York Tres on Wednesday, 
French exporters have been anxious- 
ly awaiting some reply from Wash- 
ington for nearly nine months to pro-

the French Government for the 
sdintion of what is regarded in 
France as a serious embarrassment 
to export trade. The irritation has 
increased as the months have gone 
by, for, according to the French, 
cases continue multiply where the 
appraisal of French goods has been 
based upon American and not French 
production costs.

When the: American Government 
withdrew .its agents, following the 
temporary settlement of the Franco- 
American tariff controversy in No- 
vember, the French breathed a sigh 
of relief, for the presence of these 
agents in France had been deeply 
resented by business circles. It was 
then the clear understanding of the 
French, they say, that in the future 
the American Government would 
make no effort to obtain production 
costs through its own agents but 
would accept the information sup- 


plied by recognized French official 
sources.

Insanity Plea Advanced at Tou- 
louse for Nobleman, Confessed 


Slayer of Illegitimate Son. 


TOULOUSE, France, Oct. 26 ().— 
The murder of his illegitimate son, a 
17-month-old baby, by Count Pierre 
Marie Raymond de Crouzet-Rayssac 
is developing into a sensational trial. 
Count Crouzet-Rayssac threw the 
child into a canal on Jan. 12, and the 
day after the body was found he ad- 
mitted his guilt, saying: 

*“T lost control of myself, and, act- 
ing like an automaton, committed the 
frightful crime with which I am re- 
proached.’’ 

The mothe: of the child was a maid 
employed by the Count’s mother. 
The Count’s family is of noble 
lineage. ' 

Great crowds surrounded the 
Toulouse. court house today and 
a majority of the people clamored 
for the guillotine for. the noble- 
man who had ‘confessed to the 
killing of his son after betraying a 
servant employed-in his ancestral 
home. More subdued were the mur- 
murs imploring clemency.

SAYS EX-CONVICT

Detective Who Arrested Friend of 
Nannery to Investigate 
Ownership.

Declaring that doubtless there were 
tariff schedules that ought to be 
changed, he said he preferred revi- 
sion to be undertaken by those who 
favor protection. He warned against 
what he called the danger of radical 
changes. 


Ambassador Houghton’s Speech. 

Ambassador Houghton’s speech, in 
part, was as follows: 

“I have received many letters re- 
cently asking me if Mr. Hoover was 
in fact hostile to the efforts made to 


send food into Germany after the 
war, and more particularly, 
was careless or indifferent to the 
welfare of -German children. 
“Frankly, I do not understand the 
reason for such inguiries. So far as 


I am aware neither Mr. Hoover nor 


any of his friends have put forward 
special claims on his behalf regard- 
ing these matters. But it may be 
that some misunderstanding exists. 
Our days are so full and busy, the 
years Toll around quickly, and it is 
easy to forget. Possibly some of us 
have forgotten what we ought to 
Temember. 

Next November will mark the 
tenth anniversary of Armistice Day 
I do not say the end of the war. The 
war did not end at that time. The 
blockade of Germany continued for 
months thereafter. I would not like 
to say the number of lives lost dur- 
ing that period from privation and 
lack of food.

ELIZABETH, N. J., Oct. 26.— 
Speaking before more than 3,000 per- 
sons ‘in the Elks’ auditorium tonight 
at the largest’ Democratic rally ever 
held here, Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri attacked Herbert Hoover 
for silence on the oil scandals and 
his citizenship during the so-called 
“lost years’’ abroad. 

“T am addressing you,’’ Senator 
Reed said, ‘as I-do my own people | th 
in Missouri, not as residents of Mis- 
souri or as resident of New Jersey, 
but as citizens of America. This is 
a funny campaign. The Republican 
rte g hasn’t got a Republican candi- 


‘‘There is one satisfaction,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘there is one certainty, and 
that is that we shall soon have the 
opportunity to vote for one man 
whose American citizenship does not 
require a certificate. No one has 
ever accused him of appl ing for a 
British citizenship. never 
been tendered a British title. His in- 
vestments are not in British syndi- 
cates. So I say you at least have an

or local agencies. It declared that 
these businesses must be conducted 
with glass pockets.’’

But what is Governor Smith’s 
proposal? Is it that the prohibition 
or regulation of the manufacture 
and sale of intoxi¢ating liquors is 
to be left to the State, that it may 
decide upon its own methods as to 
the control of the traffic? Not at 
all. The State is to be given the 
choice between Federal prohibition 
uhder the Eighteenth Amendment 
or engaging itself in’ the business 
of manufacturing and selling intox- 
icating liquors. If it does notsee 
fit to embark in the business itself, 
it must he content with.Federal 

rohibition. The editor recognizes 

at because he says: 

“The Highteenth Amendment de- 
prives the States of all rights to de- 
termine how liquor shall be regu- 
lated... Governor Smith proposes to 
restore to the States part of that 
right. We say ‘part of that right,’ 
because no State would be permit- 
ted to restore the private commer- 
cial liquor traffic or the saloon, A 
State could, however, choose be- 
tween prohibition administered by 
Federal authority and any system 
_of dispensing liquor which was not 
operated for private profit and did 
not: permit the public consumption 
of liquor.”’ 

I should amend that last state- 
ment by saying that »Governor 
Smith’s proposal is specifically that 
the sale of intoxtee a ane is 
‘‘to.be.made.only. by tate. it- 
self.” Which means, I suppose, by 
the State and its public instrumen- 
talities or subdivisions of Govern- 
ment, which may be reckoned as a 
part of the State itself. Thus Gov- 
ernor Smith’s plan is to give the 
State choice between Federal — 
hibition and this method, which Mr. 
Hoover properly described as the 
method of State socialism, a dis- 
astrous method of dealing with this 
problem.

Questions Smith on 


On the power question, Mr. Hoo- 
ver, has stated emphatically that 
he is for Government and State 
contro] of every part of the power 
business in the public interest, So 
far as power sites are owned by 
the Government that ownership is 
retained. 

What Mr. Hoover objects to is 
not the retention of ownership of 
the power sites which the Govern- 
ment owns, or the full exercise of 
Government control in the public 
interest, but the Government going 
into the power business. 

The test is found in the word 
“‘operation.”” Does Governor Smith 
stand. for the Government opera- 
tion of power plants or not? As I 
read it, Governor Smith in his Bos- 
ton speech studiously avoided the 
use of the word (operation). Yet 
Senator Norris and others who are 
earnestly supporting Governor 
Smith are’ avowedly for. the Gov- 
ernment operation of power plants. 
They must be under the impression 
that Governor Smith is in their 
camp. If Governor Smith is not 
for the Government operation of 
power plants then he is with Hoo- 
ver, who insists upon complete con- 
trol by the Government. 

Mr. Hoover has advocated the 
very strictest control of public utili- 
ties, including power plants, their 
capitalization, rates and service. 
If the machinery of the Federal 
Government and the State Govern- 
“ment are unable to protect the peo- 
ple by regulation, they are certain- 
ly incapable of operating the power 
business 

It “would ‘seem that Governor 
Smith is trying to avoid saying 
whether he: is for Govern- 
ment operation of power plants or 


not. Let Governor Smith clarify 
his position. Mr. Hoover has stat- 
ed emphatically that he is not for 


operation but for regulation. That 
is my position. That was the posi- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt. 

Mr. Hoover clearly stated in his 
New York speech that there were 
exceptions to the. general rule of 
Government entering busiiiess, and 
he clearly stated what those excep- 
tions were. He said: 

‘TI have already stated that where 
the Government is engaged in pub- 


ricultural relief program of his op- 
ponents means anything it means 
that the Government shall, directly 
or indirectly, buy and sell and fix 
prices of agricultural products. 

Governor Smith throughout the 
West seems to have endeavored to 
give the impression that he is. for:

Urges Study of Tax Problem. 


Real tax charges against farm 
lands in the State are based on the 
cost of local, town and county gov- 
ernment, he continued, and in many 
places town supervisors, paid under 
an antiquated fee system, receive 
more salary than the Governor of 
the State. While he made no specific 
recommendations for improvement 
of local government, Mr. Roosevelt 
made clear that his reluctance to do 
so was based on his conviction that 
careful study was required before 
anything definite could be done. 
said close scrutiny should be given 
to’ existing wasteful practices. 

Urging a broad survey covering the 
State and individual examinations 
for smaller communities, he said that 
both these recommendations did not 
conflict with the —— of home 
rule to which the Democratic Party 
was committed.

STANDS BY CHARGES 
AGAINST HOOVER 


Engineer Says He Based Labor 
Statements on Reports by the 
Government of India. 





John J. O’Brien, Queens engineer 
and contractor, who issued an at- 
tack on Hoover’s labor record in 
Asia, replied yesterday to the defense 
of the record made on Thursday in 
Washingtcn by Dr. Hubert Work, 
Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee. Mr. O’Brien said that 
his charges were taken from official 
reports of the Government of India. 

Taking up Dr. Work’s statement 
that the charges, which involved 
allegations that Burmese mines, in 
which Mr Hoover was at one time 
interested, underpaid workers and 
held others in “‘semi-slavery,’® were 
“manufactured at the office of the 
Democratic Committee,”’ Mr. O’Brien 
said that no member of the Demo- 
cratic National Committe had seen 
the charged until eleven days after 
they had been laid before Mr. Hoo- 
ver, who failed to answer them. 

He quoted from the report of the 
Commissioner of the Shan States to 
show that the rate of pay in the 
neighborhood of the Hoover Burmese 
mines had been 4% annas a day, an 
anna then being worth 21-16 cents. 
Mr. O’Brien devoted considerable at- 
tention in his reply to that part of 
Dr. Work’s statement which incor- 
porated a denial of the charges by 
E. P. Mathewson, Dean and director 
of the College of Mines of the Uni- 
versity of Arizona. Mr. Mathewson 
was for years in Burma, and in his 
statement to Dr. Work said that 
there had not been a “shred of 
truth” in Mr. O’Brien’s charges. 

Mr. O’Brien quoted from a report 
to the League of Nations in June, 
1923, made by the Government of 
India, showing that slavery existed 
in remote Hkamto Long, in North- 
ern Burma. and in two small areas 
in Assam and in the Lushai Hills. 
The Indian Office reported that the 
slavery practiced by semi-barbaric 
native chiefs was receiving the con- 
stant and vigorous attention of the 
Indian officials, who long ago

The fall occurred on the bend and 


it is believed by the jockeys in the 
race that Fred Buell crossed: his legs 
and fell as he began to tire and drop 
back.

Compensa- 
tion was blocked by the fallen Fred 
Buell and took a header. over him.

so many fields, one is of especial and 
curious interest. In convention time 
at Kansas City Mr. HOUGHTON’S 
sensitiveness to the farmers’ plight 
and knowledge of the farmers’ prob- 
lems filled Mr. LOWDEN with sur- 
prise and delight. As the former’s 
conversations may be thought to 
have had a far different purpose 
from the exposition of economic 
agronomy, their effect, so vivid still, 
upon the Governor is a high com- 
pliment to the Ambassador’s. intel- 
lectual resources and gift of suasion. 
Unfortunately, Mr. LOWDEN by 
dint of continuous: silence seems to 
have impaired his ancient ability 
to speak plainly. He testifies that 
Mr. HOUGHTON was “not afraid to 
‘espouse whatever measures might 
“be needed to remove the farmers’ 
“economic handicap.” What: does 
this mean? Does it include the 
sacred text of McNary-Haugenism 
end the indispensable equalization 
fee, or some substitute, something 
“equally as good”? For Mr. Low- 
DEN is not tied to one plan any more 
than he is tied to Mr. Hoover. If 
Mr. HOUGHTON goes to the Senate, 
his sponsor believes him sure to 
tackle “aggressively” this “ great 
problem.”

NAVY DAY. 

As an institution, Navy Day, oc- 
curring each year on Oct. 27, has for 
its main purpose to give information 
to the people. Addresses by the 
Secretary of the Navy, Admirals of 
the fleet and distinguished public 
men deal with naval policy and the 
interests of the service. The cele- 
bration of 1928 will recall the World 
War, in’ which the United States 
bore an honorable part: Since then 
a momentous limitation of naval 
armaments was accepted by the 
leading sea powers at the Washing- 
ton Conference. Next came nego- 
tiations at Geneva to effect a further 
reduction. These, if not successful, 
at least opened the way to a second 
conference that may anticipate the 
expiration of the Washington Treaty 
in 1931. Even the failure of Great 
Britain and France to obtain accep- 
tance of their ‘ accord” was not 
without compensations, for it dis- 
posed of unwarranted suspicions and 
cleared the air of misunderstanding. 
It is not to be doubted that there will 
be further limitations, so definitely 
expressed as to establish compara- 
tive naval strength and restrict com- 
petitive building. 

“Peace,” Rear Admiral FRANK H. 
SCHOFIELD says, “is what the navy 


,| ‘‘ wants all the time, but the kind of 


“peace that guards the interests of 
“the country.” What those interests 
are will be a theme in today’s cele- 
bration. That the United States 
must have one of the largest navies 
in the world, until war is abolished, 
results from its geographical posi- 
tion between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans with an extensive continental 
coastline, from the possession of the 
Philippines in Asia and of Porto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands in the 
West Indies, and from its vast and 
increasing overseas trade. With a 
population approximately 120,000,- 
000 this country is destined to be- 
come the greatest trading nation in 
the world. It has a vital interest in 
sea power, for police uses as well as 
for defense. While the size of the 
navy cannot be left to the General 
Board, Congress should consult and 
seek civilian as well as professional 
advice in determining what money 
shall be appropriated for the navy. 
The navy should be what the peo- 
ple want, but without knowledge of 
its needs and without instruction in 
naval policy the people will not be 
competent to act through their rep- 
resentatives in Congress. Here is 
the great value of Navy Day. The 
papers prepared for it in service 
publications are highly informative. 
The addresses made by officers of 
the Government are indispensable to 
@ proper understanding of naval re- 
quirements. In the six years since 
Navy Day was established the peo- 
ple have learned more about the sea 
service than they had known at any 
time since the Spanish War. Says 
Admiral SCHOFIELD: 

A more sympathetic public atti- 
tude toward our navy would result 
if the press and the public could be 
thoroughly imbued with the idea 
that the navy is the country’s navy, 
that it is not “The Navy’ but 
“Our Navy.” Ownership stimu- 
lates interest. 


THE THIRTEEN-MONTH YEAR. 


In theory the thirteen-month year 
seems logical. In practice it would 
be economical, especially in the field 
of business. According to the report 
of the special committee of the Na- 
tional Industrial Council on calendar 
simplification, a strong sentiment 
among business men in favor of it 
is revealed by a questionnaire sent 
out by Mr. GEORGE EASTMAN. There 
would be under the plan proposed 
thirteen months .of twenty-eight 
days each, a new month being in- 
serted between June and July. Every 
month would begin on the same day. 
Knowing the date, one would know 
on what day of the week it fell; for 
always Sunday would be the first, 
the eighth, the fifteenth and the 
twenty-second. This may seem in- 
consequential. The great practical 
advantage would be that there 
would be an unvarying unit of meas- 
urement in all operations extending 
through ‘years in which the time ele- 
ment is a factor, as in making pay- 
ments, in permitting exact compari- 
sons, month by month, and thus tak- 
ing another step toward scientific 
accuracy in business methods. It is 
not surprising that the scheme 
makes such a wide appeal in the 
realm of practical affairs. 

Sentiment opposes its adoption, 
that is, a sentiment against any 
change which would disturb dear tra- 
ditions. What would happen to one’s 
birthday to which one clings with 
@ proud affection? And holidays? 
If Christmas no longer fell on the 
accustomed day, it would not be 
quite Christmas. The Fourth of July 
might, to be sure, be kept by intro- 
ducing the new month between July 
and August; otherwise it would be 
the Sixteenth of Sol, or whatever |‘ 
name was given to the new month 
(an intolerable association), unless, | ‘ 
indeed, holding still to its name it 
‘was moved into what is now the 














month of August, a social adjust- 
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— some “way tilt all ‘those 
born: under the old calendar had 
passed away, their children naming 
their birthdays under the new; and 
then if some adjustment of national 
holidays could be made which would 
preserve the association they now 
have, business could have its. way. 


MORE CROSSINGS. TO.GO. 

Practical obstacles in the way of 
the removal of grade crossings are 
well visualized in the case of the 
Long Island Railroad at Edgemere on 
the Rockaway peninsula. The Tran- 
sit Commission has just ruled that 
the railroad tracks there must 
be elevated. The estimated ‘cost is 
$2,000,000. As pointed out by the 
commission, it is impractical to lower 
them, as’ the street level is only a 
few feet above sea level. This 
means not only that depressing the 
tracks would be expensive and diffi- 
cult, but that to elevate them will 
require especially firm foundations. 

The Glendale section of the Far 
Rockaway branch of the Long Is- 
land Railroad also is to be elevated. 
The cost is put at $1,000,000. In 
Staten Island eliminations to cost 
$1,600,000 have been ordered. This 
makes a total of $4,600,000 for the 
neighborhood of New York. One- 
half the expense is borne by the 
railroad companies, the balance by 
the State and city. Owing to the 
flatness of most of Long Island, the 
railroad company is one of the great- 
est sufferers from this costly but | 
necessary work. There are _ still | 


many crossings, such as those at.|t 


Lynbrook and Valley Stream, that 
are very dangerous and that will re- 
quire large sums to remove. Before 
the work is complete it will be nec- 
essary to do away with all the grade 
crossings on the principal through 
arteries of highway travel. In 
Brooklyn and Queens alone fifty-six 
crossings are already slated to be 
removed. 

Following its custom, the Transit 
Commission is to hold a hearing 
early in November. Objections to 
the various proposals will be dis- 
cussed. While it is only natural 
that the railroads wish to keep the 
cost of grade-crossing elimination 
as low as possible, they are facing 
a necessity that is greater than 
their own. Public opinion is so de- 
termined to see perilous crossings 
got rid of that the most that the 
railroad companies can expect be- 
sides a fair hearing is delay. The ul- 
timate outcome is inevitable. Noth- 
ing indicates that by putting off the 
work it will. be any cheaper. The 
cost of construction work continues 
to mount. The railroad companies 
have the perhaps cold comfort that 
in proceeding with grade-crossing 
elimination they win the good-will 
of the public. 


STRIVING TO “PLEASE.” 


In a country where a bootblack 
may become President and a thorny 
cactus be persuaded to bear edible 
fruit, it is not surprising to find peo- 
ple cultivating “ personality.” That 
elusive and intangible quality is now 
developed as simply and easily as a 
garden plot of radishes and onions. 
Those who hopefully seek to acquire 
a pleasing personality may find di- 
rections in a half dozen short talks 
on the subject, which have since 
been printed, by the Director of the 
Bureau of Retail Training of the 
University of Pittsburgh. 

Dr. CHARTERS asks first, ‘* What is 
a pleasing personality?” Ideas vary, 
but in general he finds that most 
people agree that it is a combina- 
tion of friendliness, open-minded- 
ness, courtesy, forcefulness and the 
ability to listen well. As.a test for 
his readers to apply to themselves, 
he asks searching questions, such 
as, ‘How much sense of humor and 
fun do’ you have?” and “Are you a 
forceful, vigorous .person, or are you 
a dead one?” On the subject of be- 
ing open-minded, his questions are 
decidedly leading, as “ Are you able 
to see your opponent’s side in an 
argument?” To become forceful in 
character, he advises that you must 
have positive convictions, talk en- 
tertainingly, induce friends to come 
to you for advice, and have a large 
vocabulary. 

To listen properly is the.sure way 
to give pleasure. Dr. CHARTERS 
cites the distressing case of a friend 
who is a very interesting conversa- 
tionalist. “I am confident that al- 
“though he watches me intently 
“ while I talk and nods his head vig- 
“orously to make me think he is 
“listening, he-does not hear a word 
“that.I say. What he is doing is 
“ waiting courteously until I finish 
“so that he can make his bright re- 
“mark.” Yet one of the rules ‘states; 
“ You can tell whether you are force- 
* ful or: not by watching people when 
* you talk.” Was not that inatten- 
tion on the part of his friend a slight 
reflection on his own. personality? 
Further doubts of the oracle may 
arise when he goes on to say, “ But 
“some of my acquaintances do not 
“even wait with patience until | 
“ have come.to a comma or a semi- 

‘colon; they break in anywhere 
: when they have arrived at the 

‘bursting point.” The way to a 
pleasing personality may be easy, 
but: it. evidently demands coopera~-

will be the minimum which the cam- 
paign for the Presidency will cost, 
and that a post-election deficit is in 
sight ‘for one or both of the com- 
mittees. According to the Demo- 
crats, who do not make the con- 
fusing subdivisions which the Re- 
publicans use in their statements, 
they have received $3,065,038 since 
June 3 and have spent $2,951,032. 
Lumping the various items in. the 
Republican figures, © they have re- 
ceived $3,311,147 and have spent the 
staggering total of $4,003,176. 

The -Republican: treasurer’ states 
that he received $2,261,506 for the 
National’ Committee and also’ $1;049,- 
641 from State committees (which 
latter amount he returned for dis- 
bursement). That makes a total of 
$3,311,147. The National Committee 
itself has spent $2,123,894 directly,’ to 
which must be added the $1,049,641 
sent to the States and also $500,141 
sent to several States in addition 
and $329,500 given to Congressional 
committees. This. makes the ex- 
penditures for Mr. Hoover total 
$4,003,176, and promises a deficit 
for Republicans to make up after 
the election. 

When it is rememberéd that one 
week’s broadcasting cost the Demo- 
cratic Committee $63,279 and that 
$76,000 has been sent to Kentucky 
alone, an idea can be gained of 
how easily a million dollars passes 
through the fingers of committees 
in these piping days of boiling stock 
markets.

It is easy for 
the superinten- 
dents of the na- 
tional parks to 
keep track of 
their visitors. It is not so easy for 
those charged with the preservation 
of a great recreational area like the 
Adirondacks, sprinkled with villages 
and traversed by many roads. But 
when Conservation Commissioner 
MAcpONALD speaks of the ‘‘hundreds 
of thousands” of people, not only 
from this State but from all parts 
of the country, who tour the State 
every Summer, and particularly the 
Adirondack Park, all the visible evi- 
dence supports. him. 

The northern ‘‘wilderness,’”’ which 
VERPLANCK CoLvIN found so remote 
and rugged when he made his sur- 
vey only a little over fifty years ago, 
and where Dr. Trupgavu, long after- 
ward, hunted the deer and the fox 
in silence and solitude, has today 
become the great centre of recrea- 
tion for thousands upon thousands 
of city folk. 

Ten years ago there was no organ- 
ized system of forest recreation in 
the State. Today highways, trails, 
canoe routes and camping sites have 
opened two million acres of forest 
preserve to healthful enjoyment. No- 
where has the development been 
more extraordinary than in the camp 
sites... In addition to ‘‘lean-tos’’ 
along the canoe routes and islands 
set aside in the lakes—155 in Lake 
George—there are now twenty large 
camp sites on main traveled high- 
ways, some of them with accomoda- 
tions for a thousand campers a night. 

The life in those camps is not what 
it was in the old days—or may be 
still around the lakes and ponds 
more remote from the highway—but 
it gives a breath of the woods and a 
taste of the open air to thousands 
who could not otherwise enjoy them.

Power Interests Now. — 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Mr. Hoover defined the Govern- 


ment going into the. hydroelectric. 


power business as State Socialism. 
I have before me the “Seventh An- 
nual Report of the Federal Power 
Commission; 1927.’’ On Page 4 we 
read: 

“This country — had enor- 
mous resources in its mineral fuels, 
its forests and its waters; and 
they were publicly owned. The early 
efforts of the Government were pri-. 
marily directed toward getting these 
resources as rapidly as possible out 
of the. public into private ownership 
on the hypothesis that such a policy 
would be most conducive to develop- 
ment. In fact, it resulted in an era 
of reckless exploitation, during which 
our resources in coal, oil, gas and 
timber were used, wasted and de- 
stroyed as if the supply were inex- 
haustible. We have finally come to 
realize that all our natural resources 
are very definitely limited in 
amount; and in consequence legis- 
lation, both State and Federal, has 
sought to preserve what is left and 
to provide that the developments of 
the future shall be carried out with- 
out avoidable waste and in the gen- 
eral public interest. * * * 

“One way in which this. principle 
can be retained with certainty is for 
the public to retain in perpetuity the 
ownership of these resources to 
which it has title, and to retain it 
through that public agency which 
has the title. It happens that. the 
title to power sites having potential- 
ities of scores of millions of horse- 
power is in the Federal Government. 
It alone has the means for retaining 
these sites in public ownership, and 
it has through the Federal Water- 
power act evidenced the intention to 
retain them perpetually. A similar 


situation exists where the States) 


hold title to the beds and banks of 
streams or to other lands or proper- 
ties necessary to make a water-power 
development. Adequate protection 
of the public interest requires that 
the States likewise —— retain 
the title to such ——

It was my privilege to be called upon 
to direct the $10,000,000 campaign 
which was launched that year and 
the $15,000,000 campaign in 1918. In 
the very nature of my responsibili- 
ties, I came into close and intimate 


work they performed, work requiring 
skill and ability in many fields. In 
this galaxy Herbert H: Lehman 
shone, not by contrast, but in ‘his 
own right. He threw himself into 
the task with an abnegation of self 
that was a joy to witness.

On all of the parties and interests 
involved, Colonel Lehman made a 
profound impression for his unceas- 
ing, untiring efforts, his extraordi- 
nary capacity for getting at the bot- 
tom of complicated issues, his broad- 
mindedness which enabled him to ac- 
cept conclusions dictated by the !ezic 
of the facts and principles. 

With Owen D. Young he agrees:

The first ' 
summons was issued against him on 
Oct. 21, 1919. A month later the po- 
lice confiscated his property. —7 
the war this was valued at 100,ooo.oo 
crowns, but it had shrunk to aboot 
$100,000 at the time when it was 
seized. 

The charges against Count Karoly? 
were formulated after the monarchy 
was restored, with Admiral Horthy 
as Regent. The list of offenses in- 
cluded allegations of instigating 
strikes in the interest of ‘‘peace at 
any price’’; communication with for 
eign spies and negotiations with the 
Allies for the purpose of. dissolving 
the alliance between Austria-Hungary 
and Germany. 

He was also cited for having pro- 
claimed a change in the Constitution 
of the country and the establishment 
of a republic; for the creation of 
soldiers’. councils, and for the hand- 
ing over of power to the Communists 
There were general charges of in- 
triguing against the State. 

In his defense Count Karolyi of- 
fered evidence which he contended 
showed that his negotiations with the 
Allies were carried on with the con- 
sent and knowledge of King Charles 
and the latter’s Prime Minister. 

The case dragged through the 
courts but the Count was finally 
found guilty of treason by the Buda- 
~~ tribunal on Feb. 21, 1923. Since

After two years in theological 
schools abroad Mr. Torrey became 
minister of a Congregational Church 
in Minneapolis, and in the course of 
six years in that city he organized 
an independent People’s Church 
there.

Craft Ready Sunday Noon. 


Lieut. Commander Zeno W. Wicks, 
in charge of refueling and regassing 
the big airship, said that he expected 
to have the Graf Zeppelin ready for 
the return flight by Sunday noon. 
Immediately after Dr. Eckener gave 
up the Middle West flight the work 
was begun and will be continued day 
and night by three shifts of fourteen 
men each. 

Twenty-one thousand cubic meters 
of. American fuel gas, akin to the 
German blau Ss, will be put into 
the Graf Zeppelin, "which already had 
10,000 cubic meters in her containers. 
The total fuel supply of 31,000 cubic 
meters will give the Graf Zeppelin a 
cruising radius of nearly. 200 hours, 
Commander Wicks estimated. 

Two tons of gasoline will be loaded 
into the rae bles tanks which al- 
ready hold thirteen tons. Four thou- 
sand cubic meters of hydrogen will 
be pumped into the balloonets, mak- 
ing a total of 12,000 cubic meters 
of the lifting gas which has been 
supplied the Graf Zeppelin since her 
arrival. Fifty gallons o fprestone, an 
anti freezing compound, will be 
placed in the motors and in the water 
ballast, 

Expect 50-60 Hour Trip. 

Hans von Schiller, navigator of the 
Graf Zeppelin, said that the return 
flight should be completed in fifty to 
sixty hours, or approximately half 
the time of its westward flight. He 
said that the German dirigible would 
follow a great circle course, approxi- 
mately 4,000 miles in length, from 
Lakehurst to Friedrichshafen, where- 
as on her flight here she flew far to 
the south to avoid storms over the At- 
lantic, traversing about 6,300 miles. 
With the aid of the prevailing west- 
erly winds, the Graf Zeppelin would 
average between eighty and ninety 
miles an hour on her return flight, 
Mr. Von Schiller said. 

He predicted that the Graf Zeppe- 
lin, equipped with more powerful en- 
gines, would make the westward 

light in fifty hours. He also ex- 

lained that the reason that the re- 

urn flight cannot be postponed long 
enough to permit, the Western ‘trip, 
was that the Zeppelin officials had 
promised to have the new ship in 
Berlin early in ‘November for an 
official welcome by the city and the 
German Government.

Realty Men’s Head Threatened 
With Ousting—Dr. Allen Stays. 
in Background. 


WALKER ENGAGES IN TILT 


Twits Association Spokesman Who 
Mislays Hat by Suggesting ‘‘Per- 
haps It’s in the Budget.” 


Just two representatives of New 
York City’s millions of taxpayers at- 
tended and took part in the discus- 
sion when the Board of Estimate 
held its final statutory hearing yes- 
terday on the 1929 budget “as pro- 
posed for adoption.” 

Although not required by statute 
there will be one more hearing— 
brief and perfunctory—on Monday af- 
ternoon, After that the proposed 
budget, as it now stands with a total 
of $538,928,697, will probably be 
adopted. Under the Jaw it must be 
approved not later than: Oct. 31. 

The two lone speakers. who criti- 
cized the budget figures, both of 
whom are habitual attendants at 
Board of Estimate meetings, were 
Stewart Browne, President of the 
United Real Estate Owners’ Associa- 
tion, and Dr. William H. Allen, di- 
rector of the Institute for Public 
Service. The latter, who is under 
orders to appear before the Grand 
Jury on Monday to _ substantiate 
charges of departmental irregulari- 
ties which he made before the board 
at his last appearance, seemed -con- 


tent to let Mr. Browne monopolize 
the spotlight. 


Browne and McKee Clash. 


Mr. Browne soon found himself in 
a sharp altercation with Aldermanic 
President Joseph V. McKee and nar- 
rowly escaped being escorted from 
the room. 


Mr. McKee, in the temporary ab- 


sence of Mayor Walker, was presid- 
ing. He understood Mr. Browne to 
make some statement concerning 
‘‘pressure brought to bear on city in- 
spectors.’’ This sounded to Mr. Mc- 
Kee like an echo of the remarks of 
the previous Thursday which had 
caused Dr. Allen to be summoned be- 
fore the Grand Jury at Mayor Walk- 
er’s request. : : 

Mr. McKee challenged the insinua- 
tion and Ar. Browne insisted that 
he had not uttered it. 

A sharp colloquy followed, with 
Mr, McKee insisting that Mr. Browne 
either substantiate or retract his 
statement, under penalty of being 
barred from further hearings before 
the board. While Mr. McKee was 
speaking Mr. Browne interrupted. 
The Aldermanic President banged 
his gavel repeatedly without effect. 

“Tf you don’t stop talking I will 
have you removed. bodily from this 
mecting,’’ he finally warned. Mr. 
McKee then demanded that Mr. 
Browne give the board the names of 
the inspectors on whom “pressure 
was brought to bear.” Mr. Browne 
insisted he had said nothing of in- 
spectors. - As he tried to speak 
further Mr. McKee cut him short. 

‘The remarks of any man who de- 
liberately evades the question are 
not worthy of further consideration 
by this board,” said Mr. McKee. 

The incident soon was forgotten, 
however, and. when Mr. Browne 
arose to comment on other items he 
had free rein. This was true par- 
ticularly when Mayor Walker re- 
turned to the chair. 

Distributes Circulars. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Mr. ‘Browne passed to the reporters 
a circular which read: 

“Six hundred million dollars is the 
1929 city budget and not $538,000,000 
as printed. The 1929 budget is $167,- 
000,000, or 44 per cent. higher than 
the last Hylan Administration bud- 
get. Who — what the budget is? 
Nobody cares. The budget might be 
$1,000,000.000 and there wouldn’t be 
a yelp. The Mitchel Administration 
thought they were squandermaniacs. 
Those of them now living recognize 
they were only pikers.”’ 

One of the circulars was passed to 
Mayor Walker and Mr. McKee. After 
reading it, the Mayor said: 

“How do you feel, Mr. Browne, 
when you pass. the psychopathic 
ward? Your figures are all lop- 


ided.’*

Despite a forty-five degree temper- 
ature, which made heavy odds 
against a snowflake reaching the 
earth before turning to water, alert 
residents of the city saw the first 
snow of the year shortly before 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. At 
about the same time a heavy snow 
flurry fell for fifteen minutes in 
Westchester, and from Newark it 
was reported that a heavy cloud 
darkened the sky, and then pro- 
ceeded to empty snow upon the city 
for several minutes. 

The first report of snow in the 
city came from an observer in an 
office window on Nassau _ Street. 
Such reports were later confirmed at 
the Weather Bureau, where it was 
said that several flakes of authentic 
snow had: landed at the observatory 
on top of the Whitehall Building: 
From the top of the building it is 
several hundred feet to the street, 
but the Weather Bureau officials 
said that it was understood that a 
few of the more daring flakes had 
got all the way to the street before 
melting. 

The anomaly of snow in a tem- 
perature thirteen degrees above the 
freezing point was explained by the 
Weather Bureau by the much colder 
temperature which prevailed in the 
air above the city and at a —— 
tively low altitude. The snow flakes 
were formed in this stratum of cold 
air, it was said, and received:the ad- 
vantage of careful refrigeration be- 
fore starting on their descent. 

A twenty-minute snowfall was re- 
—— at New Rochelle at noon yes- 
erday. Starting shortly. before 11:30 
o’clock, a miniature blizzard painted 
white the trees and bushes, while a 
temperature of 53 degrees was re- 
corded on outdoor thermometers. 
Later in the day several slight flur- 
ries of snow were noticed, but none 
of the intensity. of the morning 
storm. The snow did not remain 
on the trees for more than several 
minutes. Light snow was also. re- 
ported at Syracuse, Rochester, Buf- 
falo and other points up-State. 


SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Oct. 26 
(®).—This section of the Adirondacks 
had its first taste of Winter today, 
with the mercury remaining below 
the freezing point since daybreak. 
The cold snap was accompanied by 
snow ‘flurries throughout the day. 
The snow was expected to aid the 
hundreds of deer hunters now in the 
region.

TRAGEDY DESCRIBED 
BY MRS. WALDMAN 


Who Tumbled to Death Is 
Questioned by Norris. 


HAZY ON CAUSE OF FALL 


But Recalls Seeing Two Children 
Drop — Medical Examiner Says 
Accident Theory Is Unaltered. 


Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Medical 
Examiner, visited Mrs. Milton S. 
Waldman at-the Park West Hospital, 
170 West Seventy-sixth Street, yes- 
terday afternoon, where she told him 
all she could remember about the 
deaths of her two sons, Terrence, 4% 
years old,-and Benjamin, 14 months, 
heirs to the Benjamin Guggenheim 
fortune, who fell from the roof of the 
sixteen-story Hotel Surrey, 20 East 
Seventy-sixth Street, a week ago yes- 
terday. 

Mrs. Waldman, the former Miss 
Barbara Guggenheim, has been at 
the hospital since the tragedy, under 
the care of Dr. Newton Booth Waller 
of 53 East EHighty-second Street. Her 
condition had improved so much yes- 
terday that Dr. Norris could talk to 
her. At the interview were George 
W. Whiteside, lawyer, and friend of 
Mrs. Waldman’s family, and Dr. 
Norris’s private secretary, who took 
notes of all that was said. 

terward Dr. Norris said: ‘‘The 
case is closed so far as I am con- 
cerned.”” He added he had not 
changed his opinion and official oe 
nouncement that the deaths had 
been ‘“‘entirely accidental.” 

The record of the interview, he 
said, will be forwarded —— Dis- 
trict Attorney: Banton, together with 
the testimony of witnesses at the 
hearing held earlier in the week at 
his office. 

Dr. Norris. giving a report of the 
interview with Mrs. Waldman, said 
she had’ been calm, although at times 
her voice broke. 

“Mrs. Waldman said this was the 
first time she had been on the roof 
of the Surrey,’’ Dr. Norris contin- 
ued, “and that she had just wan- 
dered around, carrying the younger 
child, who was very heavy and too 
young to walk, in her arms. She 
got tired and sat down on the edge 
of the parapet, with her back to the 
chimney and facing north because, 
she said, it was shady there. 

“As she sat there with her baby 
in her lap the older boy was rom 
ing and playing around: Suddenly 
he came over and started to tug at 
his little brother.’’ 

At this point, Dr. Norris said, Mrs. 
Waldman became vague, as if her 
memory was blank as to what had 
happened. She remembered seeing 
the children falling, however, and 
her calls\for help.

The first trial of any of the liquor

They are charged 
with conspiracy ‘to. violate the prohi- 
bition law and with maintaini a 
nuisance. The defendants were taken 
to court from prison, where they are 
serving terms for contempt in movy- 
ing a bar and its fixtures from the 
Fifty-first Street address to 124 West 
Fiftieth Street, after a padlock order 
— issued against the Ferndale 

ub. 

The importance the Government at- 
taches to the case was indicated by 
the fact that United States Attorney 
Tuttle and Norman H. Morrison, oo 
cial assisant, representing Mrs. Wil- 
lebrandt, are handling the prosecu- 
tion, while Prohibition Administrator 
Maurice Campbell was present as an 
ebserver.

Defense counsel asked the witness 
if he knew the taste, smell and ef- 
fect of whisky, and challenged: his 
ability to determine whether a liquid 
was whisky or something else. ite 
said his visits to the: Ferndale Club 
had been made on March 18, March 
24, April 4 and April 25. Each time 
he purchased whisky, he declared. 

Fern was taken to court from the 
Westchester County Penitentiary 
and Jerrie from the Hudson County 
(N. J.) jail. Although they are serv- 
ing terms for violation of a tempo- 
rary padlock order, which Judge 
Thacher recently deélared was un- 
constitutional, they must serve out

A de- 
cision by Judge Frank H. Hiscock, ; 
former: Chief Judge ,of the Court of 
Appeals, ‘acting as -official referee, 
ruled that the Lockport’ Hydraulic 
Race Company was not entitled to 
the. surplus waters of the Barge 
Canal at Lockport. His judgment 
must be confirmed by the courts. 
Randall J. Leboeuf Jr., who tried 
the case for the State as a Special 
Assistant Attorney General, described 
the decision as “‘a smashing victory 
for the State on all points.” The ac- 
tion ‘was directed against Colonel 
Frederick Stuart Greene, State Su- 
perintendent of Public Works, and 
the State of New York. 
Under an old lease issued by the 
Canal Board in. 1826 the Hydraulic 
Race Company asserted that the 
State must deliver to it all of the 
waters of the barge canal at that 
point not needed to operate the locks 
and receive in return the $200 a year 
rental specified in the 1826 lease. 


Said Excess Water Was State’s. 


The State, through Attorney Gen-| mi 


eral Ottinger, took:the position that 
the lease covered only such waters as 
could have been surplus from the 
original Clinton ditch, and that the 
added flows coming from the en- 
largement of the canal in. 1874 and 
the construction of the barge canal, 
which amounted to about 1,000 cubic 
feet of water per second, were the 
property of the State. 

The lease: has been a_ constant 
source of dispute for more than a 
century, various phases. of it having 
been many times before the Legis- 
lature, canal boards and even the 
courts. To put an end to this dispute 
and to obtain an adjudication of the 
State’s rights, Colonel Greene, in 
1925,. notified the Hydraulic Race 
Company that he would order the 
gates. leading into its raceways 
closed so that. it would’ receive only 
the amount of water which could 
have been surplus from the 1825 Erie 
bo a about 100 cubic feet per sec- 
cnd. 

At. the same time Colonel Greene 
certified to the Water Power Com- 
mission that the 1,000 cubic feet bal- 
ance. which had been used by the 
company for years might be licensed 
by the commission to private inter- 
ests upon an adequate rental without 
injury to canal navigation. 

Company Cited 1826 Lease. 

At the trial, the race company 
took the position that the language 
of the 1826 lease was so broad with 
reference to surplus canal waters 
that all waters which the State did 
not need for the operation of its 
ckport locks at any time in the 
future, no matter how.greatly the 
conet might. be enlarged, belonged 
0 it, 

The further assertion was made 
that, since State officials had per- 
mitted the company to use for gg 
periods. of years.the added flow o 
water created by the 1874 enlarge- 
ment and by the construction of the 
barge canal, the State officials had 
by implication recognized the. race 
company’s rights. .

SUES SIKORSKY CO. 
OVER BASIC PATENTS 


Dr. G. F. Myers Seeks Injunction 
—Officials Say His Claims 
Cover Nearly All Planes. 





Dr. George Francis Myers of 
188 Twenty-third Street, Jackson 
Heights, filed preliminary papers 
yesterday in a basic patent suit 
against the Sikorsky Aviation Cor- 
poration of College Point, L. I., 
charging infringement of his patents 
on airplane construction. He applied 


for a permanent injunction to pre- 
vent Sikorsky from further manu- 
facturing. 

The complaint, which was filed by 
Dr. Myers as a practicing patent 
attorney, says he was a pioneer stu- 
dent in aviation, beginning in 1897, 
when he first made application for 
patents on heavier-than-air machines. 
Dr. Myers is known to aviation in- 
dustry as the inventor of the famous 
“Flying Doughnut.” It has super- 
imposed circular wings, which are 
supposed to lift the machine at an 


an hour, with the aid of a propellor 
set under the pilot’s seat. It was 
first designed in 1898, and retested 
last year. The test was only partly 
successful and the plans were taken 
back by the inventor for further im- 
provements. However, Dr. Myers 
holds that as his early ye erage 
and —— antedate those of 
Glenn H. Curtiss and the Wright 
Brothers, he is entitled to infringe- 
ment damages for priority of use. 

Dr. Myers said last night that the 
reason he has waited so long was be- 
cause “‘the companies who have been 
using my ideas were either financi- 
ally in difficulty or engaged in the 
manufacture of machines for V- 
ernment use.’”” But now, he added, 
‘things are on a paving basis, and 
feel that I am entitled to my share 
in any profits derived from my early

GRAFT CONVICTION UPSET. 


Appellate Division Acts in Case of 
F. F. Brown in Snow Removal. 


The Appellate Division reversed 
yesterday the conviction of Frank F.

foot of 134th Street and the Harlem 
River. 

Presiding Justice Dowlin —— 
ed from the conviction 
defendants on the ground that the 
prosecution failed to meet testimony 
that dumping also took place at the 
foot of 184th Street while Justice 
Proskauer also dissented, holding 
that the defendants’ contention as 
to dumping there had not been. dis- 
proved.
